These rules requiring Emancipation as a 
term of communion, as has been obaorved 
by Mr. Lee, were very short lived, and be- 
fore the time came by their provisions for 
expulsions according to their terms, they 
were suspended and never renewed. But 
the fathers of the church recorded the r tea- 
Uroony against the trystem of slavery, and 
expressed their determination *net<jr to 
cease seeking it* destruction by all wise 
and prudent meaiu." The cburci has 
invariably pursued this object frocc that 
time to the present. VariouH action haa 
been taken against it from time to time, 
and perhaps tha tact ion has vascillatec more 
t periods, but it haa never 
d by any portion of the

Page 27, 
he says; "We say that slavery is an evil, 
and dial Southern people know and feel it 
to be an evil.

The decision of the General Conference 
in the case of Harding is sufficiently un- 
derstood by die public; as is also its subsu- 
me m action in relation to Bishop Andrew, 
i o the prolesl of the Southern delegation 
against lhat action, and other documents 
lollowing it, we must look for the true 
position ol the Church South on the sub- 
ject of slavery. The protest was drawn up 
uy Dr. Base-on, , of Kentucky, and signed 
by the eniiie Southern delegation: In lhat 
piotestihey say: ' The law of tbe Church 
on slavery has always existed since 17&5, 
out especially since 1804, and in view of 
the adjustment in 18 lb, as a virtual though 
iisfounal contract of mutual concession and 
loibearauee between ihe North <ti.d Uie 
South, then, as uow known and existing 
.a distinct parties in relation to the qties- 
)i^u of slaveiy and abolition. Those con- 
teiences found in the Slates where s. ivcry 
pievailed, constituting the Southern parly, 
and those in the non-slaveiiolding States 
ii - Northern — exceptions to the rule being 
found in both. * • • • 

The Southern Conferences agreeing in 
die main principles oi the compromise law 
in 1804 and 13lb, eoaceded by express 
stipulation their right lo resist NottttWa 
interference, in any tonn, upon the condi- 
tion pledged by the North, that while the 
whole Church, by eooimon consent, united 
in pioper ellorl fur the mitigation and final 
removal of the evil of slavery, the North 
was not io interfere by excluding from 
membership or ministerial office in the 
Church, persons owning slaves m States 
where emancipation is not praclu able, and 
where the liberated s.ave is nol permitted 
t. mi oy Heedoui. (Debates General t ou- 
ference, 1844, page 205 ) "The ministry, 
making this protest, are perfectly satisfied 
nlth the law of the Church afleenng slave- 
ry and abolition. They ask no change." 
I'age L'i>6. Here iheu the whole Southern 
delegation avow the same high mil slavery 
principles, and take po.-ition with Dr. 
Smith and die discipline. Ihey acknowl- 
edge the Southern Church bound by 'com 
inoii consent" to labor 'lor the mitigation 
and final removal of the evil of slavery.' 
Thus up lo the close of General Confer- 
ence of 1S44, we have every Southern 
delegate declaring in the most solemn man- 
ner that they, ami the courre^ations coin- 
milled to their cate were aiiu-alavery 
throughout. Not aboliuonisu seeking to 
break the ties of master and slave, without 
regard to the rights or interests of either, 
but conservative men feeling deeply "the 
great evil of slavery, and bound in solemn 
compact," to use the language of the pro- 
test, to seek its "final removal" in a legal 
and constitutional way. The^e ate (he 
avowals of the Southern Church made at 
the very beginning — they have been her 
avowals ever sine,-, they are her avowals 
now. The .onvention of Southern dele- 
tales assembled nt I<ouisville in IB 15 say, 
in die resolution organising a distinct juris, 
dicdon: "And that said annual conferences 
tie, and they herebv are constituted a sep- 
arate ecclesiastical connection, under the 
provisional plan of separation aforesaid, 
and based upon the discipline of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church; comprehending 
the doctrines and entire moral, ecclesiasti 
cal, and economical rules and regulation- 
of said discipline, except only so lar a* 
verbal alterations may be necessary to a 
distinct organisation, and to be known by 
the style and tide of the Methodist Epia. 
copal Church South." (Hi-tory of the 
organisation of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church South, page 232.) 

Thus was the Church organised on a 
confessedly anti-slavery discipline. It was, 
however, confidently predicted that th.- 
South, having viewed die provision* of the 
discipline as a compromise with the North, 
for lhe purpose of maintaining iheconnec- 
tional union of the Methodist Societies, 
would, when the reasons had ceased to <>p 
erate, throw them from the discipline. But 
ihey proved false prophets — the General 
Conference assembled in Petersburg!), Vs., 
May, 1846, reviewed the Discipline from 
title page to index, and mude such alter- 
ations as were judged necessary to adapt it 
to the new organisation. The section on 
slavery was considered separate and apart 
from everythirlg else, a few were for remov- 
ing it entirely from the discipline — some 
for adding an explanatory note — but after 
mature deliberation, il was left unchanged 
by an overwhelming majority. The Gen- 
eral Conference reaffirming the old Meth- 
odist doctrine, 'that we are as much as 
ever convinced of the great evil of ale 
very. 

Men disposed to travel beyond the re 
coid and pry into the motives of men, have 
not scrupled to affirm thst this act of the 
General Conference was only a stroke of 
policy to cuiet die border conferences, 
keep them in the Southern connection. — 
•Evil to him who evil thinks;' we reject 
the imputation as uncharitable and mali- 
cious. Truth compels us to admit that 
during die progress of the controversy things 
were said and done by indiv iduals, on both 
sides, wfiich no religious aud candid man 
could approve — but lhat the whole body 
of the Southern ministry have acted in bad 
faith — we deny. In relation lo lhe point 
now contended for, the motives of the 
nbers of the Uenciai Conference at 
Petersburgh may stand aside as unimtior- 
lant to thei issue. We have seen that from 
whatever motive the uniform avowals of 
lhe organic bodies and chief minister* of 
the Southern Methodist Church are, that 
she occupies the "old conservative Metho- 
dist antirdavtry ground." Whatever may 
be the views of individuals or particular sec- 
tions of tbe Southern Church, it muse be 
clear that grave reasons must have existed, 
which made it necessary to assume this 
ground before the world, from policy, if 
you chose to say it, if not from conviction. 
And if a keen eyed policy has compelled 
the church to retain this position through 
the storm of controversy widi the North- 
ern men, as a means of defending herselt 
on Southern soil against their encroach- 
ments, as has been ai lodged, to injure her, 
it is fair to suppose that rfjtfv, reasons con- 
tinue to exist in ail their original force, and 
that it would be as ratal for her now to re- 
cede from the old poadioti an it would have hare their 



been ihen to have hoisted the 
flag. But explain tbe rea* n a 
it is undeniable that she now declares* by 
every copy of the Discipline she sends forth 
among her people, "That Jit is as much as 
ever mnvinced of the great evil of slave 
»'/•" Here she stands and tbe eyes of the 
i iviliaed woild watch her movements, await- 
ing the ledemption of her pledge. And 
pertinent lo the circuinaianceaof ibe Chuich 
is the inquiry with whn h 
this grouping of facts. 

What ought we Southern Methodists to 
do in the exiadng state of things in Ken- 
turky.' New circumstances are thrown 
around us, and a decision to be had in 
which are deeply involved our long avow- 
ed and fondly cherished principles. The 
State is now preparing to revise her Con- 
etitution, every citizen is now called upon 
to say, by his vote, what die fundamental 

law of the land shall be for the future. 

To us, it is an immensely important crisis, 

suffering reproach and scorn — we have de- 
clared our convictions of .he evils of slave- 
iy throughout the length and breadth of 
the land, have wrestled with our brethren 
for what we deemed fair and equitable in 
ihe administration of the rulea on slavery — 
have separated from the North, rather than 
submit to virtual disfranchisement, as church 
members— or as ministers — but in doing so

ready to submit to its requirements. Now 
the time approaches that must test the sin- 
cerity of our profess, d devotion to these 
principles) — wi host act for slavery or 
against it. Hitherto we have been re- 
strained in the carrying forward theew prin- 
ciples by the Constitution and laws of the 
Commonwealth — and we are law aoiding

Any description of the moral care, studied 
by the Corporations, would be defective if it 
omitted a reference lo the overseers. Every 
room in every mill has its tire, sod second over- 
seer. .The former, or, in hia absence, the latter, 
has the eulirecare of the ro>n, taking it each 
operatives as he wauls for the work of the room, 
assigning to them their ems oyinent, si jer in- 
tending each process., directing the repairs of 
disordered machinery, giving answers Ui ques- 
tions of advice, and granting permissions of 
absence. At his small detuY, uear the door, 
where he cau see all who go oat or come ia, the 
overseer may generally lie found; and he ia 
held responsible for the good order, propriety of 
conduct, and attention lo tus.nrss, of ihu ope- 
ratives of that room. Hnsce, this is a post of 
much importance, and the g<*>d management of 
the mill is almost wholly o>|ieodeat upon tha 
character of its overseers, li is for this reaaou 
ihat peculiar care ia eiercistMi in their appoint- 
ment. Raw han. x. and of uaknowu charac- 
ters ata never placed iu this office. It is attaiu- 
ed only by those who have either served a regu- 
lar apprenticeship as machinists iu the Repair 
Shop, or hive become well known and wall 
tried, as third hands, and assistant overseers.— 
It is a poat lor which mere are always many 
applicants, the pay being t* o dollars a day, 
with a good house, owned b) the eompeny , and 
rented at the reduced ohurgi before noticed. — 
The overseers sre almost universally married 
men, Willi families, and aa u body, numbering 
about one hundred and eighty , in all, are among 
the most permanent residents, and most trust- 
worthy and valuable clarets of the place. A 
large number of them arti members of our 
churches, anr* are often cbosxu as councilmen 
in the city government, and representatives iu 
the Stale Legislature. Tbe guiding and ealu- 
tery indaence which they txerl over the ope- 
ratlvea, is one of the most essential parts of the 
moral machiasry of the mills.

for often a people will endure aa evil for yeara 
rather than subject thsmselvcs to the expenee 
aad trouble and hazarrj of 
allege whole Couatitution. 

Some, we knew, will say that it is better that 
au evil or many evils should bo endured, even 
for years, than tbal a Constitution should be ex- 
posed to change. Not so, say ws. Constitations 
are made for Uie People, not Uie People for 
Constitutions; and if a Constitatioa prove de- 
fective or adverse to the welfare of society, the 
for which that Constitution waa 
reqairea that it should be changed. Aad 
Una thought brings us to another reason in fa- 
vor of Uis specihe amendment feature. 

S. We eay then, in the second place, that 
we approve of introducing the specific amend- 
ment i s use iulo the new Constitution because 
we believe that each a clause, while enabling 
Uie people to remove evil, that may he disclosed 
from lime to time, will ,neur, tkegenornl UabUx 
ly and permanence of the Constitution.

If It den 
seem lo deny the right of (he people to co 
and remove evil, it becomes a thing apart from 
tbe people, and ia In danger of being regarded 
with coldness, if not with aversion, but let it 
felly recognise the right of the peopl. to make 
aay and all needed changes, and it will be felt 
to be ia hormony with the people and will be 
regarded with confidence and affection. Changes 
y be made from tins to time, but they will 
not be made redely nor rashly, aad tbe essential 
character of tbe Constitution will remain an- 
Years epos y.ar. will be added to the 
duration of its existence, bet it will never be 
viewed aa old and decrepit. It will blend the 
freahness of yoalhs with the veoerableneeo of 
age, and be regarded with increased affection 
and pride. We are therefore in favor of the 
specific amendment clause, because it will give 
to the Coeetitation, ao to apeak, a power of 
eelf-adapUUon to the changing circumstances 
of society, thus keeping it in harmony with the 
spirit of each saccessive age, and securing Its 
general stability aad permanence. 

3. We are in favor of thia priaciple because 
it haa been recognised in the Constitution of

The farmera of New 
York keep over an millions of sheep, which ia 
an exceedingly profitable animal, uol less for en- 
riching poor lands than for its maturity, its rap- 
id multiplication, and iu valuable fleece. Now, 
we have ever contended and aull maintain, lhal 
slavery ia bbM i nc o mp atible with alock-iaiaing, the 
dairy buaioess and woot-f rowing. Mr. Fiaber in- 
sists that, because the culture ot tobacco, corn 
and wheal waa very profitable in the Colony of 
Virginia during the reign of the Virgin Queen of 
England, sll Uie people of Virginia must do noth- 
ing buiplani, plain to the end of lime! They must 
construct uo nuiroads, no canaia aa New York 
haa done, lo double the value of corn and wbeat 
by diminishing Ike coal of wending both to the 
seaboard I 

Il ia the aad effects of Una unwise policy, which 
do ao much to b'ing alavery into disrepute among 
a iperfic lal observers. We believe, and have often 
asserted, lhal if the South will only uee Uie laboi 
of hertbreif millions of slaves lo Uie best practical 
advantage, aha can distance all competitors, whe- 
ther in the Northern States or in Europe, in the 
creation of wealth. We have litUe relish for the 
taunt of thia new Cincinnalian, who proclaims 
fiom Dan to Reeraheba, that we permit " Uie har- 
bors of Cbtuleaton and Savannah to be deserted for 
those of New York and Boston." That "the grass 
is growing in those cities of the South, which ori- 
ginally monopolised our colonial commerce, aad 
maintained theii ascendancy in Uie earlier yeara 
of the Union." That" Mant/acturetand the Art* 
havt alto gone to take up their abode* at the 
North," etc., oxc. 

In the mime of all that is irue to Uie South, we 
invoke the eanieat co-operation of every citiren 
ins commtn *Jo>t to bring back from "the North," 
all the "arts snd manutaciurea" which the old 
Planting s.ates have lost— to tread down "Uie 
great growing in our aea-port to woe, "—to fill 
tfiei- "deserted harbors'* with ahipe of every na- 
tion — to build up Southern ciUea, Southern rail- 
roads, Southern col leg en and primary schools, aod 
above all, to improve Southern Agriculture, and 
establish Southern Independence on a basiaaa 
enduring as her granite mountains. Providence 
haa favored ua above all otaei people; but with all 
our advantages ot climate, Holland mineral re- 
sources, if we misemploy our own lime, if we 
misuse our capital, andaodiiect our agricultural 
labor aa to make ihe land we cultivate poorer in- 
siesd of be'trr, Heaven will not smile upon our 
conduct, uor longjirosper the States in which we 
live. We are the architects of our own fortunes — 
a aelf-goveming people — and responsible, not less 
for all omimione ot duty , than all commissions of 
wrong. Tiai the alavea of tha South are infinite- 
ly better o f as they now are than they would be if 
manumitted, no well informed man, reasonably 
exempt from prejudice, can doubt Nor would 
their total removal to Africa,Mexico, or elsewhere, 
be likely lo increaae their indusuy, their happi- 
neaa or their In elligence. No person now living 
ia responsible foi the existence of slavery in the 
United States; and we have as liUle respect for 
that canting, morbid sensibility which renders so 
many unhappy, becanae the civilited woUd it aa 
it it, aa any of our readers possibly ean have. — 
The best way, however, to treat thia blind, un- j 
reasoning fanaticism hss never yet been hit upon 
by those moot interested in having it quite barm- 
leas to the SouUi.

We now proceeded to meet the body of 
e caravan, which was coming on at a 
iy pace, the attendant Bedouins gener 
i.oveiing on in flanks, but sometime* 
in advance. Firat came a body of 
suagflers, who seemed as if they bad been 
suddenly waf ed i'roiu the suburbs of Cairo, 
without note or preparation; a large proper 
lion of them were tattered lagamufnns of 
the lowest aspect, the wry offscouring of 
the capital, and, to all appearance, utterly 
uofui nisbed for the jo jruey — some plodding 
on fo^t. others mounted on donkeys: women 
oeanufj their childint on iheir shoul 
the aasos wmch carried them haviag 
led; a painfully grotesque assemblage, 
it was past all 4aes:ion. that of these, 
miserable wretches too many must fall vic- 
tims 10 fatigue and privation during their 
length- ned course. In men total »antol 
piepn.ation, their ignorance of the way aud 
blind ielian;e on the providence of Allah, 
they strongly remind, d me of the descrip- 
tion of those faninc horde* who went forth 
on the first crusade, and who perished by 
thousands long ere they reached the borders 
of Palestine. They inquired for Akaba, as 
those were accustomed to ask for Jerutalem, 
supposing it always just at hand; and were 
astounded when we told them they had 
nearly three days' journey to accomplish. — 
Strongly contrasted with this deplorable 
rabble came spurring forward detached 
groups of completely appointed Caireen 
gentlemen, well mounted, well drcaaxi. all 
their garments being fieah and glosey, armed 
to the teeth, and followed at a dtstarce by 
well laden camels, beating comfortable 
tent* and abundant stores. Some of thtm, 
proud of their own gallant appesranee and 
the spirit of their bo.ses, pranced and cur- 
vetted, aod pei formed diflerent feats of 
horsemanship within sight of the hodags 
which bore their ladyloves, throwing the 
dust without much ceremony into the eyes 
of the poorer wayfarers. Ot these well- 
armed men there was in all a considerable 
number, and they alone might have made 
head against a numerous body of asaailants, 
at least while as yet fatigue and want of 
water had not reduced the strength and con- 
dition of the horse and the spirit of the ride*, 
as was the case with the gallant ciusaden

serve it with more attention while pawing; 
and if this singular spectacle arrested our 
notice, the pilgtim*, 011 their put, appeared 
no less surprised at the apparition of it sol- 
itary traveler in a Frank dress, coming 
across the Deseit in the opposite duet-lion 
Many were the questions put to Komeh. 
who, to my renewed surprise, seemed here 
as well as every where else, to know almost 
everybody; and many were the salutations 
addressed to myself, though all, it was evi- 
i dent, did not regard ine with quite so favor- 
| able an eye, their welcome varying proba- 
according to the laxity or ardor of 
their Mussulman fanaticism. In this mix- 
ed host, as in the c rusades of old, many aud 
var ous were the shades of character and 
moiive impelling to the performance of pil- 
grimage; and theis would have been little 
difficulty in grouping tlio host according to 
the indications afforded by their respective 
appearance. The comfortable, nay, luxu- 
rious stylo of many showed forlh rather the 
man of rank or wealthy merchant, with 
whom the loimal sense of the fulfilment of 
a pious duty, which adds further considera- 
tion to that of wealth, or the dissipation of 
ennui, or an eye .o profitable traffic, were 
motives largely qualifying ihe religious fa- 
naticism which was strongly stamped on 
toe scowling visrifes of many of the more 
pooriy provided. Some of these, from their 
pmWt tureens, had evidently gone cn the 
pi |e> image before, and their general mien 
bore oui the well-known Eastern saying, 
which proportions to the number of these 
pious journeys he has performed the min- 
gled amount of rascality and fanaticism 
acquired by the pilgrim. Sallow-faced der- 
vishes abounded; these, says Burckhirdt, 
••of every sect and order in the Turkish 
empire, are found among the pil§iim.-, 
many of them madmen, or at least assum- 
ing the appearance of insanity, whica cau- 
ms mem to be much respected by the 
hadjys, and fills their pockets with money. 
The behavior of some of them is so v olent, 
and at ihe same times i cunning, that even 
the 1 est charitably disposed hadjyi gave 
A hl.ugly something to escape from them." 

The Maiuual, borne on ibe back of a 
fine camel, selected for the purpon, and 
exempted for the re^ of its life from oidi- 
nar\ labor; consists of a square wooden 
■ia i" , u-rminaiing in a pyramidal form, 
covered with dark brocade, and high ly -orna- 
ment) d w th gilt fringes and tassels. Mr. 
Lane states thai in every cover he hav* seen 
was worked a viewof the Temple of Mecca, 
and over it the Sultan's cypher but these 
panic uiais escaped my notice. According 
to the same excellent authority, from whom 
1 boirow *mu> further details relating to 
ihe pilgrimage, it contains nothing, besides 
i*o mus-hafs, or copies of the Koran, one 
on a scroll, and the other in the usual 
form of a little book, and each enclosed in 
a case of gilt silver, attached externally at 
the top. It was -elated that the Sullen En 
Z»li Bey bars, King of Egypt, was tie first 
who sent a Mahmal with the caravan of 



teaches C airo, sending in advance an offi- 
cer, accompanied by two Arabs, on fleet 
dromedaries, to announce iu speedy arrival, 
and lo carry packets of letters to the rela- 
tives of pilgrims, for which heis handsome- 

provisions and even music to inuet their ja- 
ded frienos. It is very affecting to see, si 
the approach of the caravan, the numerous 
parlies who go out with drums and pipes, 
to welcome and escort to the city their 
friends arrived from the holy places; and 
how many who went forth in hope, return 
with lamentation instead of music and re- 
joicing ! for the arduous journey through 
the deseri is fatal to a great number of pil- 
grims who cannot afford themselves neces- 
sary conveniences. Many of the women 
who go forth to meet their husbands or sons, 
receive tre melancholy lidings of their hav- 
ing fallen victims to privation rind fatigue. 
The piercing shrieks with which they rend 
the air as they retrace their steps to the city, 
are often heard predominant over the noise 
of the dium and the shrill notes of the 
hautboy which proclaim the joy of others." 

V\ e had now seen ihe best of the appa- 
rently interminable procession, for other 
bodies continued to advance at a distance 
alter the main track, having fallen behind 
for want of proper and ready organization, 
which may well account for the manner in 
which the clouds of Saracens holered of 
old about the crusaders, suriounding and 
cutting off separate deiachmenl* from the 
main body, as ihe hostile Bedouins of ihe 
great deseit aie also at times accusiomed to 
do; and wo be to the luckleaa wretches 
who fall victims to these remorseless ene 
mies of civilised man. with whom success 
ful robbery is an honorable trade of such 
ancier.t standing. All was evidently hurry 
and alarm in their minor detachments. 

Reaching now a bold hillock of sand 
occupied by a party of well-dressed Turks 
who politely invited me to take coffee will

view of the caravan. I had been delighted 
wuli every detail of the singular proces 
sion, and would not have missed seeing 
on any account. It is a truly oiiental spec 
tacle, the most characteristic that exists, 
tiausporiing ihe beholder back to the very 
earliest historic times, and even into the 
clouds of tradition and fabie .hat precede 
it, for there can be no doubt that this mode 
of travel was practised from a peiiod long 
lost in obscurity, that it would natural! y be 
resorted lo in these regions in the very in- 
fancy of the world, and thai the organise 
tton of these migratory hosts must, besides, 
ever have been nearly the same. My 
thoughts went back to the time of Joseph 
and ihe Patriarchs, to the days of wealthy 
Tyre and Fetra, and the later magnificence

herself to be acknowledged as 
'Queen of Egypt performed the pilgrimage 
in a magnificent "hodag," or covered litter, 
bjioe by a camel; and for seveial succes- 
sive years her empty hodag was sent, with 
the caravan, merely for the sake of state. — 
Hence succeeding prince* of Egypt sent 
with each year's caravan of pilgrims a 
kind of hodag, (which received the name 
of "Mahamal." or "Mahamil,' ) as en em- 



iramediately behind ;iie Mahmal f flow- 
ed anuthei- camel, bearing tt square wooden 
seat, fenced with boards, in which was seat- 
ed an old hairy San ton, his head uncovered 
wiih ihe gallant crusaders I ""d perfectly naked 10 the waist, swaying 




in the olden time. Relying on the fleemess 
of their horses for enabling them to over 
take ne main body, several parties weie 
halting on sandy knolls at some distance, 
each planting a lance in the sand as a ral- 
lying post, smoking, and sipping coffee, and 
making a nojnude repast. The expense 
formtily incurred by some of the richer 
clans of pilgrims seems almc«t incredible: 
Burckhardt tells us that "in 1816, several 
of Cairo joined ^he Ha J( one of 
had oue hundred and ten camels for 
the transport of his baggage and retinue, 
and eight tent-; his trsvelmg expenses in 
going and coming must have amounted to 
ten thousand pounds." But such zeal and 
wealth are getting rarer and rarer everv 
year of faat-wan.r.g Islam. 

Tbe main body of the caravan advanced 
steadily in a compact mass, five camels in 
depth. In the front was the cannon, used 
for announcing the time for halting and 
starting again, on a sort of sledge, drawn 
by three camela, harnessed in a peculiar 
r, and each with a soldier on his 
Nevt, in the centre, succeeded a 
long line »( camels, bearing palanquins, or 
hodags, occupied by women, a sort of tent 
either built up on the back of a single ani- 
mal, or slung, hke a sedan-chair, between 
two of them, and varying "in the splend >r of 
ita materials, and gaudmeas of iu decora- 
with the rank of iu fair occupant; 
being quite radiant with crimson or 
•ilk, embroidered in gold, surmount- 
ed with glittering crescents, and having 
•mall windows, latticed without and lined 
within with looking-glass. Most of these, 
on account of the heat, were thrown open, 
aod admitted occasional peeps at the lan- 
guid aleepy eyes within. To some of the 
tenanu of these hodags Burckh&idt gives 
indeed, but an equivocal character: — "I 
ww with them," he says, "a party ef pub- 
lie women and daocing-girlay whose tenu 
and equipage were among the most splen- 
did in the caravan." The camels bearing 
aristocratic and. as St might be, other 
linticelly decorated, 
end were led by well-dressed grooms. In 
one of the most sum pi uo on carriages to be 
found in ibr group reclined Urn Em r-el-Hai. 
who beam rule over tbe ceravan. The aame 
form of conveyance, but in ruder atyle, was 
adopted by many of the poorer claw of 
Arab merchants, except that, as in Cairo, 
the women, dressed in blue wrappers, were, 
with their children, exposed to view, while 
the husband himself was the 
his migratory household. Camels in a double 
laee, weM laden with stores, merchandise, 
•nd wcterektns, paced steadily along on 
either aide of the middle file, eccompSjuod 
by their attendant drivers. ' 

A bant of tom-toms, s rude sort of Arab 
drum, and a denser crowd, now indicated

to and fro, .broihng and blackening in the 
fierce sunbeams. This singular being is 
called the "Sheik or the Camel." and re 
ceives from Covernmenl two camels and 
his provisions: be is probably the sane in- 
dividual described by Mr. Lane, as laving 
for several years accompar ied the caravan 
to and from Mecca. This old man, in 
whom I supposed ihe whole animus of 
Mussulman intolerance, to be concentrated, 
saluted uj very tourleously. In addition 
lo this oiiginal, the Mahmal was, a few- 
years ago, followed by another, and still 
more singular one; an old woman, with head 
uncovered, and only wearing a shirt. She 
was called 'Umw-el-Kutat," or ibe mother 
of the cau, having always five or six cats 
silling about heron her camel. 

The journey from Cairo .o Mecca L$ long 
and arduous, and occupies t iim -seven days, 
(Lane.) and the route is, fcr the moal part, 
desert. ' The loute of the Egyptian cara- 
van is far more dangerous and fatiguing than 
lhat of the Syrian, the road along the shore 
of the Red ,>ea leading through ihe t;rrito- 
ries of wild and wamke tribes of Bedouins, 
urn) frequently endeavor u) cut off a part 
of the carsvan by open force."

the sound of the cannon. Komeh, 
was himself a Hadji, had contrived, in a 
rough way, to furnish me with an account 
of tbe details and privaiiomof his pilgrim- 
age, some of which were painful enough: 
they agreed exadly with Mr. Lane's ac- 
count. "It is not merely by the visit to 
Mecca, and the performance of the cere- 
monies of compassing tbe Kaabeh seven 
times, and kissing the 'black stone' in each 
round, and other rite* in the Holy City, 
that the Muslim acquires the title of "Et- 
hag£," (or the pilgrim ) the final ooj*ct of 
the pilgrimage is Mount A 
jouiney from Mecca. It is necessary that 
the pilgrim be present on the occasion of a 
Khutbeh, which it recited on Mount Arafat, 
in the afternoon of ihe ninth of the mouth 
of Zu-l-HeggKh. In* the ensuing evening, 
after sunset, the pilgrims commence their 
return to Mecca.' This was described to 
me at a mos: exciting and splendid s:ene. 
Burckhardt gives an interesting accocnt of 
it in .lis journey to Mecca und Medica 
"Halting the following day in tbe valley of 
Mini., (or, as it ia more commonly crdled, 
Muna.) they complete the ceremon es of 
the pilgrimage by n sacrifice, part of the 
conductor of nosh jf which they eat, and part give to the 
pooi-. ' "This » called El-fida, (the ran-

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The raven in this story is a compound of 
two great originals, of wfom I hav* been, 
at different limes, the proud possessor. The 
first was in the bloom of his youth when he 
was discovered in a modest retirement in 
London, by a friend of m ne, and given to 
me.

S icz is a desert without its only redeem- 
ing quality of freedom. A mouliering wall
